| have the opportunity to speak before you all today on behalf of the graduating class of 2009 and would like to extend this 
gratitude to those among us: to the teachers that have helped us along the way; to the parents that have supported their children, 
in the best and in the worst of times; and to the friends, both the good and the bad, that have molded us into the individuals we 
are today.

Finally, | just decided to write what | felt and from there 
this speech wrote itself 

A valedictory, which a valedictorian delivers, is defined as a farewell address, and it usually includes a central theme 
that encompasses a graduating class. For me, coming up with this central idea was relatively simple. As | began to mull over what 
to write in my speech one overbearing idea could not seem to leave my mind, It is this one thing, that is simplistic in nature but yet 
utterly complex that makes our graduating class entirely unique.
